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Among the contributing and pray" 
ing friends of Bryan University are 
some unusual Christian people who 
are not only zealous in their testi- 
mony for the gospel, but who are es- 
peciaily gifted in other lines. In that

“without ceasing" for the ongoing of 
this school; those faculty and staff

Two of these friends of Bryan are 
the Carnahans of Syracuse, New 
York, about whom we count it a 
pleasure to tell in this issue of News' 
ette. Professor O. A. Carnahan, 
professor of mechanical engineering 
in the college of Applied Science, 
Syracuse University, is really doing 
his part toward the war effort, 
using his spare tune to invent devices 
to answer military needs. Just now 
he has a contract with the Army Air 
Force, Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio, 
for a high 'pressure high efficiency oil 
pump, which will be used in moving 
gun turrets, in raising and lowering 
air plane landing gear, or in ^feath- 
ering" propellers. The development 
of this device started two years ago 
when he intended to make a machine 
which would combine the transmis- 
sion, differential and brakes of an au- 
tomobile into one piece of equip- 
ment. He planned for it to be a hy- 
draulic drive for an automobile, but 
with the onset of the war, he changed 
it to answer war needs. 

Making things mechanical is Mr. 
Carnahan's hobby, but Mrs. Carna- 
han has also learned to be of great 
assistance in handling tools and mak-
